You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Bedford,  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March  next, 
at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  fol- 
lowing subjects: 

Article  I.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  II.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  III.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  poor, 
for  Memorial  Day,  and  for  any  other  necessary  expense 
of  the  Town. 

Art.  IV.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  dis- 
count on  early  payments  of  taxes,  and  if  so,  to  fix  the 
time  and  rate. 

Art.  V.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  for  the  care  of  the 
clock  on  the  Church. 

Art.  VI.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  care 
of  the  New  Cemetery. 
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Art.  VII.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Fifteen  Dollars  for  the  care  of 
Joppa  Cemetery. 

Art.  VIII.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  selectmen  to  hire  money,  if  needed.

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ANNUAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Bedford  School  District  was 
held  at  the  Town  Hall  on  Wednesday,  March  5,  1924,  at  2 
P.  M.  The  following  officers  were  re-elected  for  the  ensuing 
year: 

Moderator,  William  Melendy, 

Clerk  of  School  District,  Frank  E.  Manning. 

Treasurer,  William  S.  Manning. 

Mr.  A.  J.  McKelvie  was  elected  a  member  of  the  School 
Board  for  three  years,  and  the  town  auditors  were  elected 
school  auditors  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  district  voted  to 
adopt  the  budget  of  $9,940.96  recommended  by  the  School 
Board,  and  also  voted  the  following  additional  sums  of 
money : 

For  salaries  of  district  officers   $200.00 

For  payment  of  notes  and  interest  on  notes. .  .  .  2,500.00 

For  repairs  to  school  buildings   300.00 

Extra  for  the  payment  of  full  high  school  tuition  575.00 

The  district  also  voted  to  adopt  the  Medical  Inspection 
Act,  but  declined  to  appropriate  any  money  for  carrying  out 
its  provisions.  The  meeting  adjourned  after  a  rising  vote 
of  thanks  to  Mr.  Arthur  W.  Davis,  whose  term  as  member 
of  the  School  Board  had  expired. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  new  School  Board,  Mr.  H.  S.  Wonson 
was  elected  Chairman  and  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Supervisory  Union,  held  on  May  6, 
at  Goffstown,  Mr.  J.  Byron  Tarney  was  unanimously  re- 
elected Superintendent.  Mr.  Tarney's  work  as  Superin- 
tendent has  been  most  satisfactory,  and  the  School  Board 
take  this  opportunity  to  thank  him  for  the  conscientious  and 
efficient  work  he  has  done  for  the  Bedford  School  District 
during  the  past  few  years,  and  for  the  willing  co-operation 
which  he  has  given  in  every  way  to  the  board. 
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At  the  meeting  of  the  Supervisory  Union,  it  was  voted  to

Because  of  ill  health,  Mrs.  Florence  H.  McLain  was 
obliged  to  resign  as  a  member  of  the  School  Board,  and  her 
resignation  was,  with  great  regret,  accepted  by  the  Board 
on  October  8.  On  the  same  date,  Mr.  Arthur  W.  Davis  was 
elected  by  the  remaining  members  of  the  Board  to  fill  Mrs. 
McLain's  unexpired  term. 

Owing  to  difficulties  which  arose  in  determining  the  exact 
boundary  lines  of  the  old  Number  6  school  house  lands,  the 
School  Board  was  obliged  to  cancel  the  sale  of  this  property 
made  in  1923,  and  after  an  adjustment  of  the  boundary  line 
difficulties,  the  property  was  again  sold  at  public  auction  on 
September  20,  1924.  Since  that  time,  the  School  Board  has 
learned  that  the  vote  at  the  1923  meeting  authorizing  the 
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Number  6  Building  Committee  to  sell  this  property  was  not 
legal,  and  the  present  School  Board  has  for  this  reason  re- 
quested this  year's  School  District  Meeting  to  vote  a  con- 
firmation of  the  sale  and  transfer  of  the  title  alread}r  made, 
in  order  that  there  may  be  no  flaw  in  the  title  to  this  prop- 
erty which  has  already  been  given  by  the  old  Number  6 
School  House  Building  Committee  and  the  School  Board  to 
Mr.  John  P.  Keardon. 

On  account  of  the  prevalence  of  diphtheria  in  the  Number 
6  District,  the  School  Board  felt  it  wise  to  have  the  Schick 
test  given  to  all  the  children  attending  the  Number  6  school 
whose  parents  would  permit  it,  and  in  case  the  child  was 
found  not  immune  to  diphtheria,  to  use  the  proper  anti- 
toxin treatment.  With  very  few  exceptions,  this  plan  was 
carried  out,  and  the  only  case  of  diphtheria  which  has  been 
reported  at  this  school  since  that  time  was  the  case  of  a  child 
who  did  not  accept  the  test  and  treatment.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bedford: 

In  this  report  all  figures  and  records  are  taken  from 
the  Registers  for  the  school  year  ending  last  June. 

Three  teachers  new  to  Bedford  are  teaching  this  year : 
Miss  Annie  Nichols  at  No.  1  Grammar,  Miss  Bertha  Placey 
at  No.  5,  and  Miss  Alice  Peaslee  at  No.  11.  The  other 
teachers  are:  No.  1  primary,  Miss  Jennie  Abbott;  No.  3, 
Miss  Dorothy  King ;  No.  6  grammar,  Miss  Edna  Pressey ; 
No.  6  primary,  Miss  Jennie  Cashion;  No.  8,  Mrs.  Nettie 
Tarr ;  No.  9,  Miss  Susie  Chase. 

The  enrollment  at  No.  4  was  so  small  that  after  a  few 
weeks  in  the  fall  the  school  closed,  the  pupils  being  pro- 
vided for  in  Manchester  and  at  No.  5.  More  than  fifty  dif- 
ferent pupils  have  been  enrolled  at  No.  6.  No.  11  has  en- 
rolled twenty-five,  and  No.  5  has  enrolled  twenty-three. 
Last  June  there  were  ten  who  graduated  from  Grade  8. 
Of  these,  six  entered  High  School  in  the  fall.  In  order 
that  all  may  know  who  the  High  School  pupils  are  this 
year,  the   complete  list  is   given  below.

Not  all  of  these  are  full-year  students.  Two  have 
dropped  out  to  enter  business  college,  two  gave  up  High 
School  entirely,  one  has  moved  out  of  Bedford,  four  grad- 
uated recently — Frances  Kilton,  Gardner  Manning,  Free- 
man Shaw,  and  Florence  Tarr. 

Every  now  and  then  there  are  heard  statements  concern- 
ing the  quality  of  work  done  in  Bedford  schools,  to  the 
effect  that  pupils  who  wish  to  go  to  the  Manchester  High 
Schools  should  go  into  Manchester  for  all  of  the  last  year 
of  elementary  work — that  is,  for  the  work  of  Grade  8.  It 
has  been  said,  too,  that  even  though  the  pupil  has  gradu- 
ated from  Bedford  schools,  he  should  spend  at  least  a  half 
year  for  review  in  Manchester's  eighth  grade  before  he 
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can  enter  the  High  School.  These  statements  are  appar- 
ently rather  carelessly  passed  around  as  though  they 
were  true,  and  now  and  then  some  parents  and  even  pu- 
pils believe  them. 

In  order  to  see  if  there  were  any  foundation  in  fact 
here.  I  have  looked  up  for  a  few  years  back  the  records  of 
those  who  have  gone  from  Bedford's  elementary  schools 
to  Manchester's  High  Schools.  I  secured  such  a  list  from 
the  office  of  the  Superintendent  in  Manchester — a  list 
comprising  past  and  present  pupils— omitting  in  this 
count  those  whose  upper  grade  work  was  done  in  Man- 
chester Schools,  and  dealing  only  with  those  who  had  their 
elementary  work  in  Bedford  schools. 

It  was  most  interesting  to  note  the  almost  complete 
absence  of  failures.  The  Record  Cards  tell  the  story  inso- 
far as  Marks  are  concerned,  and  I  had  access  to  all  these. 
About  twenty  per  cent  or  one-fifth  had  had  a  mark  or  so 
below  70,  the  passing  mark.  But  this  did  not  mean  fail- 
ure. The  low  marks  were  brought  up.  Some  of  these 
were  explained  by  absence  from  school  due  to  illness. 
Now  and  then  a  pupil  has  dropped  out  of  High  School, 
but  it  should  be  noted  that  the  records  show  that  this 
dropping  out  is  not  due  to  failure,  but  to  a  desire  to  enter 
business  college  or  go  to  work,  or  sometimes  circum- 
stances may  have  compelled  the  pupil  to  quit. 

Bedford  needs  to  make  no  apology  for  the  present  High 
School  pupils,  nor  for  those  who  have  preceded  them. 
There  is  just  reason  to  be  proud  of  them.  The  number  of 
failures  was  unusually  small.  Nearly  all  of  these  pupils 
have  matched  opportunity  with  endeavor,  gaining  per- 
sonal credit  and  indicating  too  that  their  elementary  train- 
ing in  Bedford  schools  did  not  fail  them. 

Just  an  added  word  to  those  who  may  take  notice  of 
this  report.  Nothing  that  has  been  said  above  is  to  be 
interpreted  as  self-praise  or  self-congratulation,  or  to 
mean  a  stolid  complacency  with  things  as  they  are.  The 
members  of  the  School  Board  have  never  said  they  were 
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satisfied  nor  have  advised  "to  go  on  just  as  we  have 
been  going."  The  teachers  are  not  expecting  bouquets  to 
be  thrust  into  their  busy  hands.  Teachers,  more  than 
almost  anyone,  realize  how  many  undone  things  and  how 
many  unfinished  tasks  there  are.  The  teachers  are  not 
satisfied.  It  is  a  part  of  my  task,  so  far  as  I  can,  to  put 
into  the  teachers'  hands  new  books  and  new  tools  and 
suggestions  to  help  them  do  better  work  and  accomplish 
more.  Instead  of  questioning  the  Avork  done  in  the 
schools,  rather  have  faith  in  your  schools  and  in  those 
whom  you  have  chosen  to  direct  them. 

With  appreciation  for  the  work  of  the  teachers  and 
for  the  splendid  co-operation  of  the  members  of  the
